Membership may be obtained upon payment 
of annual dues of $7.50, entitling the member 
to all privileges of the public halls and right 
of using private chambers and dining room 
service upon payment of moderate charges 
Every alumnus contributing $100 or more to 
the building fund shall be made a life member 
without further payments. 

Toward the amount pledged in the resolu- 
tions adopted last year, President King an- 
nopnced that considerable progress had been 
made and large contributions pledged pay- 
able in yearly installments. By the end of 
the present year it is the expectation of the 
association that $15,000 will be on hand. 

Some amendments to the constitution were 
adopted, relating to the striking out of the 
word “Columbian” and inserting in its stead 
“George Washington,” wherevere it occurred 
in the constitution. 

President Needham, Professor Earnest and 
Professor Holcombe, of the Law School, were 
all heartily received and gave further in- 
formation upon the condition of the Univ- 
ersity and the plans of the alumni for its 
support. 

The attendance was large and very en- 
thusiastic. After the regular business and 
the addresses of the evening a luncheon was 
served in West Hall and a reception held by 
the officers of the association.

The report of the Secretary, Dr. Hodgkins 
for the past year was read and showed a most 
encouraging condition. The most important 
work Of the year, the report showed, was the 
address book of the alumni. This volume, 
which will be printed in June as a part of the 
University Bulletin will contain the names 
and addresses of 3,200 graduates. From the 
founding of the University in 1821 6,134 
degrees have been conferred upon 4,808 per- 
sons. Of these 935 are dead and information 
lacking on about 700. Of these it is estimaetd 
only 400 are living. 

The report further contained announce- 
ment of the organization of Alumni Associa- 
tions throughout the country. Among them 
it is noted that the Puget Sound Alumni As- 
sociation was organized more than a year ago 
at Seattle. This winter the Colorado Alumni 
Association was formed, with Lucius M. Cuth- 
bertas president, and Clarence A. Branden- 
burg as secretary. A temporary organiza- 
tion was made in Salt Lake City during the 
winter and a permanent association has been 
completed with Dr. W. F. Beer as president 
and C. L. Olsen as secretary. In New York 
city the New York Alumni Association has 
organized’ with Fritz von Briesen as president 
and Oliver C. Carpenter as secretary. The 
Chicago Alumni, under the leadership of James 
Harlan, will soon effect an organization. A 
letter received this week says that through 
the efforts of Dr. James R. Rodgers an asso- 
ciation will soon be formed in Los Angeles.

Speaker Shelton called the house to order 
last Saturday evening for the discussion of a 
resolution favoring the abolition of the grand 
jury in the District of Columbia and urging 
that in civil cases the concurrence of nine 
jurors constitute a verdict. 

Mr. Merrit, of Arkansas, opened in favor of 
the resolution. He censured the grand jury 
system as being cumbersome and expensixe, 
anathematizing it as a Star Chamber. The 
speaker cited influences which could* be 
brought to bear on a body which is respon- 
sible to no one. 

\ For the second part of the resolution, Mr. 
Merrit called attention to the states which 
had codified the idea into law. He urged 
economy of the time for courts and cited 
instances where the idea would greatly aid 
the administration of justice. 

Mr. Merrit was followed by Mr. Nixon, of 
New Hampshire, in by far the ablest speech 
the latter has presented to the Congress ; a 
speech which stands among the best delivered 
before the Congress this session. 

Mr. Nixon argued that the present system 
afforded security to the reputation of inno- 
cent men, that one man, and that man a 
politician with art eye to re-election, could be 
more easily influenced than twenty -three. 
He called attention to the fact that this body 
can always act independently of the prosecut- 
ing attorney: thereby serving as a check on 
the latter. The gentleman’s able argument 
was deservedly well received. 

In the open discussion which followed Mr. 
Kennedy, of Pennsylvania, Mr. Pepper, of 
Iowa, Mr. Caldwell, of Tennessee, Mr.. Rid- 
dell, of Washington, Mr. Rickard, of Hawaii, 
and Mr. Barrett of the District of Columbia, 
took part. 

Mr. McNamee, of South Dakota, in closing 
for the opposition, made the telling point that 
friends of the bill which involved the admin- 
istration of justice only weakened their cause 
by arguing its inexpensiveness. Among other 
rebuttal arguments he contended that the 
secrecy of tke grand jury’s deliberations, 
which had been attacked, was one of the 
greatest safe-guards to reputation which the 
system afforded. 

Mr. Moore, of Tennessee, concluding the 
debate argued that the openness of proceed- 
ings conducted by a prosecuting attorney 
. would be less likely to leave a taint on the 


reputation of a suspected person than the 
cloaked proceedings of the grand jury room 
and offer less opportunity for corruption than 
is afforded by the secrecy of grand jury pro- 
ceedings. The gentleman clinched the able 
argument of his colleague on the latter part 
of the resolution by naming several States 
whose laws embody its idea. 

Friends of the resolution called upon the 
chair to divide it in placing it upon its final 
passage. Both sections were lost. 

Next Saturday evening the following resol- 
ution, will be put upon its final passage: 

“Be it resolved by University Congress in 
regular session assembled that the committee 
on interstate and foreign commerce be in- 
structed to prepare and present to the Con- 
gress a bill which shall provide for federal 
control over the formation and operation of 
corporations engaged in interstate commerce.’ _ 
The resolution will be in charge of Mr. Farley,- 
of Tennessee and Mr. Barrett, of the District 
of Columbia. Mr. Riddell, of Washington 
and Mr. Cohen, of Wisconsin will lead the 
opposition to the measure.

Those students who qualify 
for' the final preliminary debate are required 
to maintain in that debate the side opposite 
to that defended in the first preliminaries. 

Place and judges will be announced here- 
after. Those students who contemplate en- 
tering the first preliminaries are requested to 
give their names as soon as possible to Prof. 
C. W A. Veditz.
